FBI, police believe 911 caller may be ‘South Side rapist’

‘I know the person that’s the 
South Side rapist.”’ 

It’s one of the first state- 
ments made by a male caller 
in a taped, five-minute 911 call 
to the Collinsville Police 
Department. Copies of the tape 
were distributed to the media 
during a press conference Fri- 
day morning in Collinsville. 

The caller went on to tell a 
police sergeant that the sus 
pect is his ‘‘best friend’’ and 
lives in Collinsville. 

“It is our hope that someone 
will recognize the voice on the 
tape and contact us with the 
identity of the caller,’’ Collins- 
ville Police Detective Sgt 
Dave Roth said. 

Police said the call was 
made from a Collinsville bar. 
They would not release the 
name of the bar or the date 
when the call was placed. Roth 
said that an FBI agent, con- 
sulted about the tape, believes 
the caller may actually be the 
South Side rapist. 

Neither he nor Police Chief 
Gerrit Gillespie would com- 
ment on why authorities 
believe the caller could be the 
serial rapist, although at the 
beginning of the call, the caller

During the conversation, the 
caller refuses several times to 
identify the rapist, once saying 
that he was scared. At one 
point, he offers to give infor- 
mation to police, using a news- 
paper’s “‘personals”’ section

The tape, a new composite 
sketch, and photos of a neck- 
lace pulled from the South Side 
rapist during a 1992 attack, 
were all released Friday. The 
sketch was created by an 
agent of the U.S. Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Fire- 
arms using the electronic 
facial identification technique, 
a new technology. 

The sus t is described as a 
white male, age 35-45, standing 
5 feet, 10 inches to 6 feet, 1 
inch, and weighing 150-200 
pounds. He also is believed to 
have light brown hair.

Lawn holes can be 


‘There’s a hole in your other- 


wise very acceptable, if not 
perfect, lawn. Maybe the dogs 
or kids dug a hole.

garden or flower bed Or may- 
be salt from sidewalk deicing

Whatever the cause of this 
unsightly problem, there’s a 
fast, easy and certain solution 
that’s often overlooked by 
many homeowners 

Whether it’s called cultivated 
turf, turfgras: turf, or quae 
plain sod, this carpet- ike 
grass can turn a hole in a lawn 
into a whole lot of lawn, with 
just four simple steps, accord- 
ing to the not-for-profit Turf 
Resource Center (TRC) 

SOIL PREPARATION 

An essential first step in the 
entire process of patching a 
lawn is proper soil prepara- 
tion. This includes clearing 
away all the dead or near-dead 
grass and possibly squaring up 
the area, or creating straight 
lines on all of the sides you 
are repairing. 

Once the area has been 
defined, maybe by going so far 
as to lay a hose on the ground 
to outline the repair area, you 
should loosen the soil by spad- 
ing or roto-tilling larger areas. 
Rake the surface smooth and 
remove any large clods, roots, 
weeds or other debris to 
achieve a level surface that 
maintains the original slope of 
the area. 

A helpful tip from TRC is to 
make sure that when the final 
raking is in progress, the soil 
should be about an inch below 
any sidewalk or driveway sur- 
faces as well as the area 
where the new sod will come 
into contact with the existing 
grass. When the new sod is 
installed following this advice, 
it will be at the same height as 
the surrounding surfaces. Oth- 
erwise, the new sod may be 
too high or too low, creating 
new problems that could have 
been easily avoided 

MEASURING AND BUYING 
soD 

Once the surface is pre- 
pared, the area should be care- 
fully measured so that the cor- 
rect amount of turfgrass sod 








can be purchased 

In most areas, sod is sold by 
the square foot or square yard, 
with a single roll measuring 
approximately one square 
yard, or nine square feet 
Slabs or folded pieces of sod 
available in most areas will 
not be as lar but their 
dimensions will be uniform 
and the total amount of sod 
can be easily calculated at the 
turfgrass sod farm or retail 
garden nursery 

If the “‘ground under repair” 
is relatively small, say less 
than 10 square yards, you can 
probably load the sod into the 
trunk of a larger car; howev- 


er, if the trunk is small or the 
repair area large, you may 


have to make several trips or 
have the sod delivered 

Calling ahead to the farm or 
nursery to ensure you can 
obtain the quantity and type of 
sod you want is always recom- 
mended. If the sod will be 
delivered, advance time is 
even more important and you 
should expect to pay a sepa- 
rate delivery charge on very 
small quantities. 

So that the new grass closely 
matches the existing lawn, it’s 
a good idea to take a small 
piece of the existing grass to 
the sod farm or nursery cen- 
ter. However, attempting to 
match even known varieties 
may prove impossible because 
of turfgrass breeding improve- 
ments that continue to take 
place almost every year. 

TURF INSTALLATION 

Because turfgrass sod is a 
living plant, TRC recommends 
that it be installed in 24 hours 
or less and watered within 30 
minutes after installation, so 
having the soil fully prepared 
before the sod is purchased is 
very important. 

Installation is simple, but 
some care is required to 
achieve a really great result 

Install the first piece of sod 
on the outermost area of the 
repair, along a straight-line 
surface if possible. If the sod 
was rolled, be sure to back-roll 
the leading and tailing edges 
of the sod piece to make sure 
it will stay flat on the soil. Be 
careful not to pull or stretch

Using the first piece as a 


base, place all of the outer 
pieces tightly against the first 
by butting the edges and ends 
tightly together, but not over 
lapping. If~the area is large 
enough, stagger the end seams 
in a brick-like pattern. 

A sharp utility, hunting or 
butcher knife should be used to 
cut pieces to fit the proper 
dimension. This is most easily 
done by placing an oversized 
piece in place, folding it back 
to where you need to trim and 
then cutting the piece from the 
root-soil side. This method 
reduces ripping of the sod and 
leaves a nice straight finished 
edge 

WATER, WATER, WATER 

With the sod firmly in place, 
the last step is the easiest yet 
perhaps the most important 
watering 

You need to apply enough 
water to new sod so that the 
soil beneath the sod is thor 
oughly wet. As noted earlier, 
watering should be started 
within 30 minutes after instal- 
lation. 

An easy way to see if you've 
applied enough water is to 
gently lift a convenient corner 
of the new sod. If the base soil 
isn’t thoroughly wet,. keep 
watering. Water daily, or more 
often in extremely hot weath- 
er, for approximately two 
weeks or until the sod is firmly 
rooted. Again, gently lifting a 
corner after a few days will 
reveal how well the sod is root- 
ing. Within a week, light tug- 
ging, without actually lifting 
fhe piece, will tell you the sod 
is rooted. 

Turfgrass sod isn’t just for 
whole Iawns. It is also a conve- 
nient and simple way to patch 
small areas. Its major advan- 
tage over seeding is that it is 
virtually instant. Because it’s 
instant, you know what the 
result will be and most impor- 
tant of all, you can enjoy your 
yard faster. 





Local fish blast off into space

The sign reads ‘‘Our Fish 
Are In Space,” and that’s the 
Te of sign that attracts atten- 
ion 

Especially if it’s a sign on a 
bait-and-tackle shop and not 
the marquee on a movie the- 
ater advertising a big-budget 
sci-fi movie. 

Marilyn Evers, longtime 
owner of Paul’s Bait and Tack- 
le Shop, 4421 Chippewa St. in 
the Grand-Oak Hill neighbor- 
hood, put up the sign about the 
same time the space shuttle 
Columbia blasted into orbit 
April 16 with rats, crickets, 
four toadfish and other ani- 
mals. 

Evers’ contribution is a host 
of goldfish. Toadfish delight in 
a goldfish lunch or dinner. 

And even if her fish won’t be 
returning to Earth in one 
piece, Evers is thrilled to offer 
this $1.90 a dozen contribution 
to science. 

“We're proud we can be a 


part of history,’’ she says. 

Washington University and 
other schools and research 
institutions in the St. Louis 
area often call on Evers’ help. 
Some of the store’s fish go for 
feeding snakes that belong to 
Washington U.’s cancer 
research center. 

Even so, Evers admitted to 
raising a brow after hearing of 
the reasons behind the univer- 
sity’s latest goldfish purchase. 
The idea of bait shop fish float- 
ing in space millions of miles 
from earth, dreading the din- 
ner bell, just seems a bit odd, 
after all. 

“This did surprise me,”’ she 
says. 

It seems, though, that the 
toadfish — a not too handsome 
bottom-feeding fish found off 
the Atlantic coast — has more 
in common with humans than 
the average human probably 


The toadfish’s inner ear, 
believe it or not, is highly sim- 
ilar to the human inner ear. 

Dr. Stephen Highstein, a 


Washington University profes- 
sor, and Allen Mensinger, an 
instructor, are conducting 
research on the response of 
saltwater fish to zero gravity 
conditions aboard the shuttle 
orbiting above Earth’s atmo- 
sphere. 

Clues could help scientists 
understand the reasons astro- 
nauts often suffer from some- 
thing akin to motion illness in 
space. = 


“By studying toadfish, we 
can gain a very good sense of 
how astronauts respond to the 
absence of gravity,” Highstein 
says. 

Scientists aboard the shuttle 
will examine signals sent to 
the fishes’ brains from gravity- 
sensing cells in organs of the 
inner ear. 


Humans and other verte. 
brates need a sense of up and 
down to survive in Earth’s 
prewiaonal field. Scientists 

jieve the absence of gravity 
can alter signals coming from
